Tragic event’ 


Mansion ‘devastated’ by fire will be restored to its former glory 


Community leaders and 
politicians have pledged to 
work to rebuild a historic 
mansion devastated by fire 
early on Tuesday morning. 

Fifty firefighters spent 
more than three hours bat¬ 
tling the huge blaze which 
erupted in part of council- 
owned Ewell Court House, 
Ewell, shortly before 2.45am 
- a moment poignantly 
recorded by the frozen 
hands of the clock mounted 
outside the building. 

Flames leapt 20ft into the 
air, but the firemen were 
able to contain the fire to the 
roof and part of the first 
floor by using water pumped

from an ornamental lake. 

By 7am the fire was all but 
extinguished, but much of 
the roof of the council- 
owned Grade II-listed build¬ 
ing, had fallen in and smoke 
and water had also caused 
extensive damage. 

The fire crews had, howev¬ 
er, prevented the blaze 
reaching the public libary 
based in the building. Bam¬ 
bini nursery, a plant nurs¬ 
ery, several flats and the 
adjacent NHS offices had 
also been saved. 


Damage assessments took 
place throughout Tuesday 
and the decision was taken 
that a chimney and one 
gable end would have to be 
demolished to make the 
building safe. 

Residents who campaigned 
successfully a decade ago to 
stop the council turning it 
into housing expressed their 
shock and sadness. 

One man, who runs bingo 
sessions there, said: “If the 
house is gone then the com¬ 
munity is gone. Everything 
that takes place around here 
takes place there.” 

Community leaders and 
politicians immediately 


pledged to work together re¬ 
store the building to its for¬ 
mer glory. 

Ewell Court Councillor 
Eber Kington said: “It’s dev¬ 
astating for the community 
and those who have been 
building up the house as a 
community facility. 

“Today is the day we start 
to rebuild that community 
centre. We have to work to¬ 
gether to make sure what 
comes out of this is even 
more vibrant than before.” 

At a council meeting on 
Tuesday night Councillor 
Jan Mason, chairman of the 
council’s leisure committee, 
said: “Discussions will be 


held with the occupants of 
the site as to when they will 
be able to open. 

“A meeting will take place 
with stakeholders as soon as 
is practicable.” 

Because of its listed status 
English Heritage said it ex¬ 
pected the damaged man¬ 
sion to be put back to the 
way it was and Epsom Coun¬ 
cil said it would be consult¬ 
ing with it how to do this. 

Firefighters are still inves¬ 
tigating the cause of the 
blaze, but because it started 
in the roof it is unlikely to 
have been deliberate.

Expectation of full restoration 


English Heritage expects 
Ewell Court House, which is 
full of glorious wood pan¬ 
elling and historic de 
tails (pictured ), to 
be restored to its for¬ 
mer glory. 

The organisation, 
which gave the his¬ 
toric mansion, in 
Ewell Court Avenue, 
a Grade II listed sta¬ 
tus, said because the 
building is so well-used 
publicly and there are many 
photos to help inform the re¬ 
pairs, it expects Epsom Coun¬ 
cil to be able to restore it to its 
pre-fire state. 

A spokesman said: “We are 
very sorry to hear about the fire 
damage to Ewell Court House. 


“It is now 
important for 
the structure to 
be made safe 
and probably 
given a tempo- 
— rary roof to 
prevent further 
damage. 

“Unless a listed 
building is so badly 
affected by fire such 
it loses its historic sig¬ 
nificance, we would ex¬ 
pect it to be repaired 
appropriately to reflect its list¬ 
ed status.” 

An Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man confirmed the house is 
insured and a loss adjustor 
has been on site to start 
assessing the damage. 



A building rich in history 


Ewell Court House was built 
in 1879 incorporating an ear¬ 
lier building, Avenue House, 
which dates back to the late 
17th century. 

It was commissioned by 
John Henry Bridges, who 
lived in Avenue House and 
whose family made their 
money running gunpowder 
mills on the nearby Hogsmill 
river. 

The architect was J. Alick 
Thomas, an enthusiast for 
the Old English style, who 
incorporated Elizabethan 
features. 


It was sold to the council in 
1935 when the then owners 
could no longer afford the up¬ 
keep. In 2003, Epsom Council 
wanted to turn it into a resi¬ 
dential development but this 
was strongly opposed by resi¬ 
dents who banded together to 
form Ewell Court House Or¬ 
ganisation ECHO. 

They persuaded the council 
to retain the house for a mix 
of commercial and communi¬ 
ty use.

All services within a historic 
mansion, which was severely 
damaged in a fire on Tuesday, 
remain closed pending demoli¬ 
tions and safety inspections. 

A demolition expert was ex¬ 
pected yesterday at Grade II 
listed Ewell Court House, in 
Ewell Court Avenue, to advise 
on how to bring down a chim¬ 
ney and gable end, which are 
in danger of collapse. 

An Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man confirmed they will be 
demolished this week to make 
the rest of the building safe. 

The library has suffered ex¬ 
tensive water damage, but 
Ewell Court councillor Eber 
Kington said Surrey Library 
Service hopes to provide alter¬ 
native services elsewhere for 
library users. 

Bambini children’s nursery 
and Central Surrey Health 
(CSH) offices remain closed 
and have not been told when 
they will be able to re-open. 

The nursery’s director said 
there was “no damage” to the 
part of the house where the 
nursery, which looks after 
30 children, is located. 

He said: “The block at the 
moment is Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council giving the 
green light. 

“Once these have been re¬ 
solved we should be OK. 

“We are advising our parents 
to this effect.” 

An employee of CSH said its 
offices are still shut as they 
are next to the dangerous 
chimney and gable end of 
Ewell Court House. 

The council spokesman said 
that all of the activities and 
events due to take place this 
month at the house have been 
relocated to Bourne Hall, in¬ 
cluding two out of the three 
planned weddings. 

He said those with bookings 
at the house for the first quar¬ 
ter of 2014 will be contacted 
to discuss arrangements next 
week.

A Surrey Police spokesman said 
the case had been passed to the coro¬ 
ner’s office. A postmortem examina¬ 
tion was to take place on Tuesday, 
but the coroner has not confirmed 
the identity or cause of death. 

The police spokesman said: “It is 
no longer being investigated from a 
Surrey Police point of view. From 


our side the man’s next of kin has 
been informed. There’s nothing to 
indicate third party involvement. Al¬ 
though it is unexplained, there is 
nothing to suggest anything along 
those lines.” 

Reigate and Banstead Councillor 
Sam Walsh said: “We are all very 
shocked. It’s a shocking thing to 
happen locally, but we do not know 
the cause.”

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Hospitals among safest in the country 


Epsom, Sutton and St Helier 
hospitals are among the safest 
in the country, according to a 
new report. 

The Dr Foster Hospital 
Guide, an annual study that 
compares hospitals through¬ 
out the country, was published 
last week, naming Epsom and 
St Helier hospital trust as one 
of just 29 trusts, out of a total 
of 143 assessed, where the 


number of patients who die 
is significantly lower than 
expected. 

This measure is called a ‘hos¬ 
pital standardised mortality 
ratio’ (HSMR) - an indicator of 
whether the death rate at a 
hospital is higher or lower 
than you would expect. It looks 
at the activity in a hospital 
where risk of death is signifi¬ 
cant, and compares how many 


people would be expected to 
die with the actual rate of 
death. 

Epsom, Sutton and St Helier 
hospitals have an HSMR of 
92.05, which is 7.95 per cent 
lower than the expected death 
rate. 

The report also showed there 
is no significant increase in 
the mortality rates for patients 
admitted at the weekend. 


Four admit to brawl in 
street with neighbours 


Four men have admitted being in¬ 
volved in a driveway brawl be¬ 
tween neighbouring families in 
which a man was stabbed. 

Ashley Jeeves, 22, Adam Jeeves, 
21, Dean Hays, 47, Michael Hays, 18, 
were due to stand trial at Guildford 
Crown Court on Monday along 
with Sean Hays, 21, all of London 
Road, Ewell, and Richard Roll, 37, 
of Esher. 

The men, described as “former 
friends” by their lawyers, ended up 
in court after a fight, believed to be 
over a woman, broke out between 
the Hays family and the Jeeves 
family which spilled out into the 
street in London Road, Ewell, early 
on April 7. 

A member of the Jeeves family, 
Peter Jeeves, was stabbed in the

chest during the brawl. 

All the men were charged with 
affray and Michael Hays was also 
charged with wounding or inflict¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm without 
intent. 

They had all pleaded not guilty to 
the charges, but on Monday the 
prosecution offered no evidence 
against Mr Roll or Sean Hays so 
charges against them were 
dropped. The charges against three 
of the four remaining defendants 
were amended and they all pleaded 
then guilty. 

Adam Jeeves pleaded guilty to 
using threatening words or be¬ 
haviour - a lesser offence to affray. 


Ashley Jeeves pleaded guilty to 
affray, while Dean Hays pleaded 
guilty to a new charge of assault¬ 
ing Peter Jeeves. 

Michael Hays pleaded guilty to 
wounding Peter Jeeves. 

Graham Smith, prosecuting, said 
Ashley Jeeves had been the insti¬ 
gator of the incident and took his 
brother Adam to the Hays’ resi¬ 
dence “with an intention to have 
words with Michael Hays”. 

He said: “Both were kicking and 
shouting threats through the 
door.” 

The court heard how Michael 
Hays responded by running out of 
his house with a knife. 

The four men were released on 
bail and will return to the court in 
January for sentencing.

Care patient inquest 
finds 'gross failures’

Failures in care at a private 
hospital led to a “missed oppor¬ 
tunity” to save a patient who 
threw himself under a train, a 
coroner has ruled. 

IT consultant Neil Carter, 37, 
from Nonsuch Court Avenue, 
Ewell, died after jumping in 
front of a train at Turnham 
Green Underground station 
last year. 

A coroner last week high¬ 
lighted “gross failures” in his 
care at the Priory Hospital, in¬ 
cluding the deliberate falsifica¬ 
tion of a medical record. 

The hospital, famed for its 
use by celebrities with addic¬ 
tions and mental health condi¬ 
tions, has sacked a nurse 
involved in Mr Carter’s care 
and has carried out an internal 
review into what went wrong. 

During the inquest at West 
London Coroner’s Court, it 
was reported that Mr Carter 
suffered from an extreme intol¬ 
erance to certain sounds, 
known as misophonia. The 


married man died of multiple 
injuries. 

Coroner Dr Sean Cummings 
concluded that he took his own 
life by jumping in front of a 
train on November 20 while 
still an inpatient at the Priory 
in Roehampton. 

The record of inquest said: 
“There were gross failures in 
his care, notably the failure to 
perform basic observations, 
followed by a deliberate falsifi¬ 
cation of the record. 

“These led cumulatively to a 
missed opportunity to realise 
he was missing, a missed oppor¬ 
tunity to search early for him 
and a missed opportunity to 
offer life-saving interventions.” 

A spokesman for the 


hospital said: “Everyone at the 
hospital was very saddened by 
Mr Carter’s death and our 
deepest sympathies are with 
his family and friends. 

“This case has been the sub¬ 
ject of a thorough and compre¬ 
hensive internal review and, 
where necessary, robust ac¬ 
tion has been taken. A nurse 
has been dismissed and her 
actions referred to the NMC. 

“The hospital was fully com¬ 
pliant with CQC regulations at 
its recent inspection, including 
the outcome on patient safety, 
but we always keep our poli¬ 
cies and staffing arrange¬ 
ments under review and will 
consider the coroner’s verdict 
carefully.”

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Cyclist who hit bin 
died of heart failure 


An alcoholic cyclist who 
crashed into a wheelie bin 
died a week later in hospital 
after suffering acute alcohol 
withdrawal and heart failure 
an inquest heard yesterday, 
Wednesday. 

Victor Pickston, 51, a gar¬ 
dener from Belfield Road, 
Ewell, went over the handle¬ 
bars of his bike while cy¬ 
cling on the pavement in 
Chessington Road, Ewell, on 
January 11. 

He was taken to Epsom 
Hospital but discharged him¬ 
self before an assessment 
could be carried out. He then 
collapsed and was taken to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting 
where he suffered a fatal 
cardiac arrest on January 
18. 

Back in 2009 he hit the 
headlines after pleading 
guilty to placing a hoax bomb 
at the Wheatsheaf pub in 
Kingston Road, Ewell, which 
led to an evacuation and con¬ 
trolled explosion. 

It was reported that as a 
practical joke he sent it a 
package containing a Tabas¬ 
co sauce bottle with a battery 
and a mobile phone, designed

to look like a bomb. 

At Woking Coroner’s Court 
assistant coroner Dr Karen 
Henderson concluded that 
his death was accidental. 

Its cause was recorded as 
cardio-respiratory arrest due 
to multiple injuries and 
chronic liver disease as well 
as confusion and delirium 
because of alcohol 
withdrawal. 

Dr Henderson said at the 
time of the accident: “It was 
significant that Mr Pickston 
smelt strongly of alcohol. 

“He needed three to four 
cans of Stella a day and that 
would be part of his normal 
life.” 

Driver Lai-Fun McCarthy 
said she saw Mr Pickston 
while driving along Chess¬ 
ington Road at about 1pm on 
January 11. 

She and other drivers 
rushed to his aid, called the 
emergency services, contact¬ 
ed his girlfriend, placed a 
gym bag under his head and 
moved their cars to shield 
him from traffic. 


At the coroner’s court on 
Wednesday Mr Pickston’s 
brother, Lawrence, thanked 
Mrs McCarthy for her 
help. 

He said that his brother 
had discharged himself from 
Epsom Hospital, adding: “I 
believe he got fed-up of wait¬ 
ing and got a cab back to his 
girlfriend’s and collapsed on 
the step.” 

Mr Pickston had cared for 
his elderly father and 
girlfriend. 

At Guildford Crown Court 
in 2009, he was given a 39- 
week prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, over 
the bomb hoax. 

On June 16 that year Army 
bomb disposal experts 
rushed to detonate the pack¬ 
age and police told residents, 
including mothers with 
young children, to leave 
home and seek refuge in 
nearby Bourne Hall. 

Mr Pickston’s lawyer said 
his client had returned the 
Tabasco sauce bottle as a 
joke because it had a reputa¬ 
tion of being like dynamite 
and the package was marked 
“handle with care”.

A council spokesman said 
the lowering of flags was: 
“In recognition of the 
world’s loss of a notable 
leader and inspiration to 
many”.

Crystal Palace fans hurled 
glasses and threw punches in 
a violent brawl with rival 
Brighton supporters while 
just two police officers des¬ 
perately tried to keep the 
peace, a jury has heard. 

The sparring rivals lobbed 
sandwich boards and traffic 
cones, as they clashed in 
King’s Cross following their 
teams’ games on November 
10 . 

Three Epsom men, Adam 
Marshall, 23, of Aston Way, 
Declan Clarke, 22, of Miles 
Road, and Jamie Finch, 23, of 
Reigate Road, are among 
eight Palace fans standing 
trial at Blackfriars Crown 
Court. 

They are alleged to have 
taken part in a brawl outside 
the Flying Scotsman, a pub 
and strip bar in Caledonian 
Road, where Palace fans were 
drinking after their team's 
win against Peterborough 
United. 

Mr Clarke was among six 
Palace fans - including three 
on trial - who were banned 
from matches after admitting 
fighting with Peterborough 
fans following that game 
three hours earlier. 

The court heard last week 
the Metropolitan Police had 
deployed officers to Victoria 
station, where they 


anticipated trouble between 
Palace supporters and 
Brighton fans returning home 
from a match in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. It meant just two officers 
were on-hand when the fight 
broke out in King’s Cross, 
where the Brighton fans head¬ 
ed after leaving a train at 
Euston. 

Prosecutor Brendan Morris 
suggested the two groups may 
have arranged to meet to 
fight, which he said was “not 
unheard of”. 

He said: “Crystal Palace 
fans and their most fearsome 
rivals met in London for what 
was significant violent 
disorder in a public place. 


“Historically Crystal Palace 
and Brighton fans have a 
long-running hatred, but this 
incident took place when the 
two teams weren’t playing 
each other. The rival groups 
managed to converge in Lon¬ 
don and meet up. The police 
anticipated trouble. The only 
mistake they made was going 
to the wrong venue. 

“It was left to two lone offi¬ 
cers, by themselves in the 
middle of a huge violent 
group, to try to separate the 
fans.” 

The jury watched video 
footage showing the brawl 
spilling out onto the road 
ahead of oncoming traffic. 


At one point, a Brighton fan 
runs into the group of Palace 
fans and is repeatedly 
punched before being rescued 
by officers. 

Mr Morris said Palace fans 
had chanted “we’re top of the 
league” and Brighton sup¬ 
porters chanted “sea, sea, 
seasiders” before the fight 
broke out. 

All eight deny violent disor¬ 
der and say they were not 
among the fans caught fight¬ 
ing on film.

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‘Dangerous’ dog ‘just 
a softy’ with children

A so-called dangerous dog 
that could be destroyed is just a big 
softy according to his owner. 

Mum-of-five Zarina Roots’s dog 
Prince was seized from her home 
Courtenay Road, Worcester Park, 
last week, after reports that it 
chased a PCSO down the street. 

Amid fears the animal may 
be a pitbull terrier, a breed banned 
in this country, it has been im¬ 
pounded by police and magistrates 
are due to decide on whether it 
should be destroyed. 

But Ms Roots said Prince is actu¬ 
ally a “soppy” dog and is comfort¬ 
able letting her children and 
toddlers play with him. 

She also said he is not a 
pitbull and is a Staffordshire bull 
terrier/labrador cross and he was 
only trying to play with the police 
officer. 

The 41-year-old said: “He’s 
not dangerous, if he was 
I’d never let my children 
near him - I have a newborn as 
well. He’s a softy, he’s just soppy 
and placid. 

“We have children and families 
round to our house for barbecues 
and he’s absolutely fine. 

“They pull him about and play 
with him and he’s fine. 


“It’s awful that he’s gone. My 
children, especially my 11-year- 
old, are distraught.” 

Prince was seized last 
Monday following complaints 
from neighbours that he had got 
into their gardens and an 
incident where he is said to 
have chased a PCSO who 
was doing door-to-door enquiries 
following a burglary - but Ms 
Roots said this was not the case. 

She added: “The officers came to 
the door and my three-and-a-half- 


year-old must have opened the 
door because Prince ran out. 

“The police officer stepped back 
but Prince thought it was a game. 
He ran to the end of the path but 
he tripped over. 

“Prince didn’t do anything other 
than bark and then I called him 
and he came away. 

“He didn’t try to attack him. He 
was just being playful.” 

Magistrates are set to make 
a decision on whether to destroy 
Prince at a date yet to be set.

What should I feed my cat? 


T here is a vast choice of cat food 
available so how do you know 
which is best for your cat? 

The first thing you should look for is a 
complete food. A complete food is 
one which provides all the nutrients 
your cat needs in the correct 
proportions which means that you 
need not feed anything else. Be careful 
when looking at small tins and 
pouches as although these look very 
appealing they may not be complete 
and should only be fed as an 
occasional treat, as these do not 
provide your cat with all his nutrients.
